Other cities in which riots 
red were Saragossa, Cordova, Cadiz, 
Bilbao and Seville. 

At Seville a mob assaulted the 
gates of a convent in which a num- 
ber of aged nuns were housed, broke 
down the gates, but were repulsed by 
civil guards before they could reach 
the convent itself. A number of the 
aged nuns fled through the rear doors 
and took refuge in the houses of 
friends. 

Destroy Bishop’s Palace. 

At Malaga the same mob which 
burned the Jesuit house also entered 
the archbishop’s palace, destroyed the

interior furnishings and set the build- d 


ing afire. 


They forced the archbishop's chaui- 


feur to drive his car about the city, 
cheering the anti-church demonstra- 
tors. Later they returned to the 
palace and burned the automobiles. 

At Saragossa, a mob attempted to 
burn the new Catbolic seminary, but 
police repulsed the rioters without 1In- 
jury. The building was actually set 
on fire, but the flames were checked 
before serious damage was done. 

Convent windows were stoned and 
statues broken at Cordova but no 
buildings were burned. 

Meanwhiie, in Madrid, where a doz- 
en Catholic churches, schools and re- 
ligious houses were burned by defiant 
mobs, the government had clamped 
down a state of war upon the capital. 

Smoke still curled trom the embers 
of the burning churches as bugles 
and drums sounded a call to arms. 
Infantry marched into the streets and 
armored cars and machine gums rat- 
tled out. 

From the garrison of Alcala de 
Henares the flower of Spanish cavalry 
rode hard for the capital on emer- 
gency orders from the republican cab- 
inet, which had declar a state of 
martial law. 

Reliable Catholic sources stated 
that more than 10,000 nuns and 
priests had abandoned convents an 
religious houses and had either taken 
refuge with friends or jeft the city.

U.S. To Erect Headstones Today 
Over Confederate Dead in Virginia 


FREDERICKSBURG, Va., 
11—(Special.)—That the scars of a 
civil conflict that once rent the coun- 
try ‘have entirely healed will be dem- 
onstrated 10 miles west ef here Tues- 
day afternoon, May 12, in the little 
Confederate cemetery at Spotsylvania, 
oecupying a portion of one of the 
bloodiest battlefilds of the Civil War, 
when exerciges will be held to dedicace 
headstones furnished -by the federal 
government and erected over the 
graves of Confederate soldiers. 

Of the 751 Confederate dead buried 
in the little cemetery, 158 are from 
the state of Georgia. Georgia sent 
enough money to erect the headstones 
given by the federal government. Sol- 
diers from Texas and the two: Caro-

ty commission. 


Councilman -Beck reported that he 
has found the commission inclined to 
accept the county’s responsibility for 
Sharing the burden of running the 
charity - hespital,-and that. the com- 
missioners seem agreed that the per 
patient day basis is the feasible solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Chairman Dobbs, on agreement by 
the board, voiced the demand that in- 
ternes be kept on duty so as to 


janswer calls promptly at all -hours. 


Under Mr. Dobbs’ order, internes are 
to work in relays at meal times so 
that medical attention will be instant- 
ly available at any moment. Internes 
are to stay on duty at the emergency

Offer of Insulin. 


During a discusisan of problems 
facing the hospital, Dr. Frank Esk- 
ridge, advisory council representative 
from the white unit, informed the 
board that the Rockefeller Foundation 
would endow municipal hospitals with 
free insulin, for treatment of diabetes, 
if records are kept adequately. Mr. 
Dobbs said he would take up the 
matter in New York on his next visit 
to that city. 

John B. Franklin, who will become 
superintendent of Grady on June 1, 
told the board that he is conducting 
a survey of city hospital management 
here and in other cities, and that he 
will have some definite recommenda- 
tions when the survey is completed.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—@)—A 
protest against governmental indorse- 
ment of National Cotton Week today 
brought a prompt reply from the de- 
partment of commerce defending its 
action.

Indorsement of Cotton Week was 
given under that act, he said, adding

able to extend the uses of wool, and 
that his division would be glad to con- 
sider a like proposal from the wool 
manufacturers. 

The protest was made by Seger aft- 
er Charles F. H. Johnson, president of 
the Botany Worsted Mills, of Passaic, 
N. J., had said participation of the 
department in the cotton campaign 
was “rank injustice to the thousands 
of wool materials.” Johnson’s protest 
was contained in communications to 
Senator Morrow’ as well as Seger. 

Seger protested directly to Secre- 
taries Lamont and Hyde. His protest 
said: 

“The indorsement of the sales pro- 
motion program of the Cotton Insti- 
tute by the departments of commerce 
and agriculture is an injustice to the 
wool industry and wool workers of m 
district. ; 

“IT am opposed to governmental de- 
partments becoming sales agencies. 
They are not created for that pur- 
pose. Industries of this kind can and 
should handle their own selling cam- 
paigns.” 

Johnson’s protest followed the in- 
dorsement by the departments of com- 
merce and agriculture of the observ-

It is now being said unequivocally 
by those sharing the confidence of the 
vice president that unless the political 
uncertainty attaching to President 
Hoover’s chances for re-election clari- 
fies materially between now and next 
year he will voluntarily relinquish 
any claim he may have to renomina- 
tion and seek instead his old place 
in the senate from Kansas. 

It seems“that this is exactly what 
some of the president’s close advisors 
want—in so far as it applies to Mr. 
Curtis’ running for the senate again. 

Antedating even the Kansas City 
national convention of 1928, which 
found Mr. Curtis openly and actively 
aligned, at the start, with the forces 
bent on the defeat of Hoover, there 
has never been any affection between 
the two. Such a relationship has 
been an open secret around Washing- 
ton since the beginning of the admin- 
istration. For one thing the president 
has never taken steps, so far as the 
public. is informed, to stop any of 
the ugly rumors and reports which 
from time to time have come forward 
in promotion of this or that suggested 
candidacy against the vice president. 

Would Drop Curtis. 

It has almost been a foregone con- 
clusion for several months past that 
the Hoover forces would sidetrack 
Curtis for someone else at the next 
national convention. 

Not until recently, however, did Mr. 
Curtis become really suspicious about 
the situation. His confidence was 
Shaken somewhat by the “coinci- 
dence” of receiving all of a sudden, as 
it were, a flock of letters from Kansas 
urging him to save the state from the 
democrats in 1932 by again offering 
for the senate. The coincidental ‘fea- 
ture of it was that former Senator 
Henry Allen, of Kansas, a former bit- 
ter enemy of Curtis and a close ally

There 
suspicion in the minds of friends of 
the vice president that the Kansas let- 
ters were inspired by Senator Allen, 
who was defeated last year by the 
first. democrat, George McGill, to be 
elected to the senate from the Sun- 
flower state in years.

As the story is told here by those 
claiming to be on the inside of de- 
velopments, Mr. Curtis was finally, in 
the face of so many reports, persuad- 
ed to go to the White House to talk 
things over with the president. He 
wanted to know just what the chief 
executive's attitude was to him run- 
ning again on the same ticket. The} 
president, according to the same 
source of information, was cordial 
enough, but was unable te make any 
definite commitments as to what the 
national convention might do. 

To put it another way, the vice 
president, it is said, was left very 
much in the air. He left without 
sufficient assurance that his name 
would again grace the party’s presi- 
dential ticket.

“They have abandoned comfortable 
cotton for sheer chiffon and whole- 
some wheat for dangerous diets, 

“Cotton is the cheapest clothing. 

An in- 
creased use of both would help our 
pocket book, our health and our gov- 
ernment.”

Secretary Adams was greeted by a 
gun salute from the Texas at 8 a. m. 
today. At 10 a. m. Admiral Jehu 
V. Chase, commander of the United 
States fleet and his staff, including 
Admiral Frank H. Schofield, battle 
force commander, and Vice Admiral 
Richard H. Leigh, commander of the 
battleship battle fleet, gathered at the 
flagship for a brief conference. 

The force firing, which will take 
place tomorrow if -visibility permits, 
will call into action for the first time 
the carriers U. 8S. S. Lexington and 
U. S. S. Saratoga as well as the large 
submarines, 

With the submarines and more than 
200 airplanes detailed to reconnoiter 
the region near San Nicholas Island, 
60 miles off shore, the nine super- 
dreadnaughts will advance upon a 
series of moving targets in battle for- 
mation. 

When the targets are sighted on the 
horizon the nine battleships will turn 
loose their 100 or more 14 and 16- 
inch guns, while the two squadrons 
oz destroyers stimulate an enemy at- 
tack with dummy topedoes.

The article is full of wise 
comment on what constitutes the essentials and: non-essentials of life. But 
the striking conclusion of the whole matter is that, in spite of all the clever 
management and what she terms the “nickle stretching,” she was not able 
to break down social barriers that were built with money. 

I quote her: “For the most part, 1 do not mind poverty. It is 
amusing in its way. One thing I confess I do mind. I am surprised, and 
frequently hurt, at the impassable barrier set up between me and many 
people whose friendship I should like to have. In my youth I blissfully 
believed that money or rather lack of it could create no barrier to friend- | 
ship. Thus it has come about that, outside of a few old friends, the friends | 
I have today fall largely within the same income group as ourselves. Our 
house is shabby. . Werdo not attempt to keep up with the Joneses. 

We think it more dignified and infinitely easier to accept ourselves 
We often chuckle over our indecency.”
